MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during March were valued at £3,166,506, which shows 
an increase of £177,772, as compared with the corresponding month 
of last year. For the three months there was an increase of £583,198, 
as compared with last year. The direct oversea imports during March 
amounted to £1,981,837, as compared with £1,850,828 in 1909 ; the 
total for the three months was £5,363,933, an increase of £301,075 
over the corresponding figures for 1909. There were decreases in a 
number of the principal articles; but apparel and soft goods, agri- 
cultural implements, iron and_ steel, kerosene, tobacco, cigars, «&c., 
however, showed increases. 

The oversea exports for March amounted to £3,044,957, being an 
increase of £619,289 compared with the corresponding month: of last 
year. For the three months there was an increase in the oversea exports 
of £1,462,984, or over 19 per cent., as compared with last year.

Separating merchandise from gold, the exports of the former during 
the three months increased by £1,417,415, and the latter by £45,569. 


Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for March show that the net revenue 
for the month was £1,299,546, or £46,507 more than in March of last 
year. During the nine months ended 31st March the revenue was 
£10,220,797,-being £68,950 more than the corresponding period of the 
last financial year.

The expenditure during March was £1,494,773, an increase of 
£102,064, as compared with March of last year. During the nine 
months the expenditure was £9,976,045, being £43,894 less than in 


1908-9.

On the 31st March, 1910, the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
in eredit to the amount of £306,904. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during March was 20,759 oz, crude, equal 
to 17,019 oz. fine, valued at £72,292. The value of gold produced 
during the three months was £217,395, and showed an increase of 
£16, 040, as compared with the sapetacies period of 1909. 


Prices.—The general index number for March was lower than in February, 
but higher than for the corresponding month of last year. The 
index number for pastoral produce was 1,192, for metals 1,088, and 
for all articles 1,207. Prices during the month were generally b-low 
those ruling in February; the principal articles to show a decline in 
value being wheat, mutton, skins and hides, and tin, but wool in the. 
grease, tallow and leather advanced. 


Land Selections. March 200 new settlers applied for 81,452 
acres; and 37,695 acres, representing 86 blocks, were set apart for 
residential settlement. Since the beginning of the year, the number of 
new settlers has been 546, and the area applied for 318,384 acres. The 
original area set apart for residential settlement since the lst January 
has been 290,891 acres, representing 397 blocks. 


Meteorology.—During the month of March beneficial rains were recorded 
almost throughout New South Wales, the result of monsoonal and 
tropical disturbances. Fully three-fourths of the State received falls in 
excess of the average; the most favoured districts being the Northern 
and Central Coast, and the Northern and Western border. On the 
greater portion of the Western District, parts of the Riverina and 
Southern Tableland, and at a few stations on the South Coast, the 
rainfall fell short of the average,
